There is something 
beyond all this, coming from tho decay 01 
organized substances in n closed pcut-up 
position, -without tlio free access of light am' 
of nir,-which, nt times giro rise to the nips 
virulent poison and to tho most destructive 
forms of disease. 


The sensible properties of newer air are 


icuite remarkable. It is by no means footed, 
aa many people suppose, neither ia it pun- 
gent or ammouiacul. 
It is rather negative 


in character, faint in odor, mawkish sme.lliii;; 
perhaps moro liko soup than any other lumil- 
lur substance. Sower-air may escape very 
freely in our dwellings before its presence 
will bo suspected, nml that this happens very 
often there can be no sort of doubt. 
There 


are many reasons for this belief. 
Olio cause 


for such escape, and a very active one it 
ionnd in the diU'oroiico of temperature he 
tween the interior of onr houses and the in- 
terior of underground sowers. A nuofactiun 
of air and an upward current aro thus in- 
duced. The joinings of the soil pipes are im- 
perfect Iruui alternate expansion and con- 
traction by exposure lo hot and cold water, 
and, unless a free and safe vent is provided 
above, there must bo leakage at Iho points, 


Tho air of tho sowers is also subject, to 


pressure from the sudden inllux of water in 
ruin-storms, and in aeaboanl towns front the 
action of tho tide. In Uoston, all or nearly 
all the outlets of the, sewers uro below the 
level of the sea at liighwaler. 
-As tho tido 


rises it displaces sewer air, which is pressed 
inwards, and must inevitably et.capc at some 
of the sower inlets. There can bo ni> doubt 
that the rnin-'vynter conductors ol'leu serve 
tbo purpose of conveying safely a way the 
imprisoned air thus seeking 
a vent—an 


oftlce not generally thought of in their con- 
struction. But their usefulness iu this way 
depends upon their being left nut rapped, 
which is not always tho ease. Frequently, 
instead of passing directly to the pr'iicipal 
house drain without obstruction, they enter 
u water scaled cesspool. But tho ruin-con- 
ductors, while sometimes acting as drain 
ventilators, arc inoperative when tho honso- 
gntlers and pipes aro tilled with ruin-water 
in a heavy rain-storm. 
Neither do they re- 


lieve tlie pressure on tho soil-pipes within 
tho house caused by expansion of tho enclos- 
ed air by heat. \\'o hayo then remainitig, 
only the water-traps of sinks, bath-tubs, 
wat.h-ba.sins nml -water-closets! as dt*'iicc.-> 
against the air of the sowers. There is, how- 
evcr^ another,1! liskj to which the health of 
the family us exposed through (huso contriv- 
ances in addition to thoso which conic from 
upward pressure or from defective construc- 
tion of tho traps, or from i>ti«cddo,ni]gTf their 
connections ot iron i:nd lead, or from t'icir 
corroj-iou and dec: iv by time mid use. When- 
ever a large amount of fluid is thrown down 
tho sotl-pipu whethea' from the bath-tub of 
any other opening the tendency is lo the for- 
mation of u vacuum behind il, and ntinos- 
phcrio pressure causes a suction upon evei.y 
trap which is at a higher level. This ma_\ 
be shown at any lime by pouring down a 
bnuketfiilot water und obnerviny tho commo- 
tion which eiisncM iu till tlio traps ubovo il. 
It not only imfreijiu-ntly happens t h a t the 
water of the trap is in this way fmoKcd or 
"syphoned" out, and tho pipe eon»oiinently 
remains open 
to the sewer, and 
f u n Ir.ip 


empty until filled again by the next use of 
the water. There i.s also nu obvious escape 
of tho air of the sou-pipe corresponding with 
:ts constant daily use. 
A\ heucver the fluids 


are introduced, a certain amount of air is 
displaced, and must go somewhere, 
t'nlc.ss 


other vent is provided, it ilows directly up- 
wards. 


For all these reasons we would advise giv- 


ing the whole drainage plan of tt dwelling 
the freest possible communication with the 
outer air at a point so elevated that tho 
sower gases cannot fail to be diffused and 
got rid ot. This can readily be done, while 
building, by currying tho soil pipe, made of 
iron, at lull size through the roof, and leav- 
ing il open like a chimney. Jiy this arrange- 
ment, all stagnation is prevented ; the con- 
tents of the house drains are constantly ex-

In 
houses already built a lead pipe may be 
readily carried from the highe.-d point of 
the sod pipo directly through tho roof—but 
tho larger the pipe and the straighler its 
course tho better. In one instance, at least, 
wuoro tbis latter plan has been adopted, a 
constant current is found to flow outwards 
through tho pipe.—George Derby, IU.
